bills for committee or comir,is.«ion ex- 
penses, was modest in comparison with 
what the late Legislature would have 
carried off if permitted by tbe Governor. 
In 1SSD the aggregate of such bills, in- 
cluding over $.3,000 for mventipati'.'i; the 
chanties, etc., $•> 000 for au inquiry into 
industrial education, and trie election 
contest bills, was about $70,000. 


In 1S91 the aggregate of this sort of 


appiopriatiotis was nairly 830,000, chief 
among the items being $3,500 for probing 
the State Treasury and Auditor Gennr- 
al'a office, $4,350 for inquiring into the 
Book Trust, $9.50*0 tor revising the min- 
ing la-vs and $7,987 for revenue law re- 
vision. In 1893 the expend! (.urea of com- 
mittees amounted to $13,000, including 
Chairman S. A. Loach's comparatively 
modest claim of $1,008 !K) for probing tbe 
Philadelphia Electric Light Trust. 


The first legislative year of the Hast- 


ings Administration held its end up with 
probing expenses of the past except the 
•$70 000 in 3889. Two years ago tbe ap- 
ptovcd committee expenses amounted to 
$28,000 in round numbers, not counting 
the usual charges of the appropriation 
committees. 
To investigate the Hospi- 


tals for the Insane at JSforristown and 
WerriPrsville there was an appropiiation 
of .$5,760, but the principal bill was that 
of Chairman D Smith Talbot's Elections 
Committee of 1S93. It amounted to $20,- 
421.20, and, after being vetoed by Gov- 
ern Pattison, was signed by Governor 
Hastings. 


The foregoing figures show that the 


rnedal for leading in the race of the ex- 
pense bill grabbers of the last ten years 
belongs to the late Legislature, whose 
title to equal distinction for expanding 
the regular and irregular pay rolls is al- 
so undisputed.

money that their spurious notes will circu- 
lates through the countrv without detec- 
tion, and are not discovered until they are 
finally turned into the Treasury, some idea 
of the proficiency of these experts can be 
gained, especially when we bear in mind 
that these notes ate often so worn that the 
imprint on them can scarcely be decipher- 
ed. It not infrequently happens- that 
these bad notes are detected simply by the 
fee' of them, which, in pome cases, it, really 
the only way of discovering the fraud ; for 
while a counterfeiter may occasionally 
succeed in so perfectly imitating the de- 
>-ign of a note lo mislead even an expert, 
it is next to impossible for him to counter- 
feit the paper used by the (iovernment.'1 


Ail Aid to Agriculturists. 


Combination Furm MiLchino Invented bv 


an tix-CnitKr<;Hsuiikn. 


A combination machine for farming pur- 


po--es has been invented by ex-Congress- 
man Murray, of South Carolina, says the 
St. fxmis <;i»l:,-I>niw<-rat. It has adjust- 
able attachment to be used oh principles 
somewhat similar to those used on some 
sewing-machines, and it is destined to 
play an important part in farming through- 
out the world. 


The machine is a tricycle set on a frame 


S by (i feet, one of the attachments that 
may be need as a mower measuring five 
feet. 
Its cut is clean, and it has a free and 


easy movement, and is light draught. 
The owners are willing to test it with any 
other machine built for that purpose. 
Other attachments may be used to sow all 
kinds of grain, wheat, flax, oats, corn and 
other cereals, and one aa useful and 
unique as any is for cotton. There are 
four distinct parts to the cotton-planter, 
one for opening the row, another far sow- 
ing the cotton by grain, an appliance for 
covering, and a roller to press the row, all 
of which is done simultaneously in one 
drive of the horsee along the row. The 
machine also carries with it the most 
effective potato-digger yot discovered, as 
well ,13 eight or more hoe drills for drilling 
wheat, all of which are worked upon the 
name frame, drawn by two horses.

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The use of lime as a fertilizer, about 


which much has been written and spok- 
en during recent years, id an interesting 
matter to farmers. 
By its use many 


soils have been greatly benefitted and 
naturally it has occasioned much discus- 
sion. The following is one of the most 
complete dissertations on the subject it 
has been our privilege to see. 
It is bul- 


letin •]» of the Rhode Island Agricultur- 
al Experiment Station : 


According to early Roman writers, 


lime and land plaster (gypsum) were em- 
ployed for agricultural purposes more 
r.han two thousand years ago. In the 
early part of the presoni. century the use 
of caruonate of lime in iorm of marl was 
advocated by Kuflin iu Virginia, who 
employed it with marked success, la 
England, Germany, -France and other 
Kuropeaii countries, liming has long been 
lesortiil to with great profit upon cer- 
tain soils. It is stated that the soils ot 
more than oue-lit'th of the entire area of 
France are derived from granite, and 
when the phosphoric acid aud lime, 
which they lack, are applied, a complete 
transformation results, the character of 
the vegetation being so changed that 
good crops are obtainable where only 
uitiiger ones were grown before. 
The 


same writers add that this has been one 
of the grandest cotKiuesLs due to the in- 
tervention of science. 


In certain sections of New York and 


Pennsylvania, liming has been and is 
still being practiced extensively, its use 
having proved especially profitable in 
connection with the wheat crop. 


Iu isw Mr. O II. Smith, of Cattarau- 


gus county, X. Y., as a result of notices 
of our experiments, in the Jiunil Xi.tr 
.TorA-ir, became interested in the matter 
and upon request sent samples of his 
soil to this station to be examined for 
acidity. As a result of these examina- 
tions he was advised to use lime. These 
UiEtH, in conjunction with others made 
by him with blue litmus paper, led him 
to make such a trial. A report of bis 
experience is given in the H>':

iatf years, for some cause, our meadows 
and pastures have become, in many in- 
stances, a failure. We have failed iu 
getting our meadows and pastures to 
grow clover aud timothy as in years gone 
by. 
AVe prepare our land the best we 


know how. manure and fertilize all we 
cm afford, and sow more seed than we 
did years ago. The clover and timothy 
germinate aud make a start, but as the 
months pass along, the seeding becomes 
thin, and as the years come around, the 
clover and timothy have become minus 
for anything like a meadow. We can 
plainly see the effect, and we try to con- 
solo ourselves by a cause. Sometimes 
we attribute it to the drought, at other 
times tu the frost, then again the season 
was not right someway.

I purchased a carload of air-slacked lime, 
thirty tons, spread the most of it ou six- 
teen acres plowed the previous fall, sow- 
ed about on'obuehel of oats, three-fourths 
bushel of barley and one-half bushel of 
Canada peas pt-r acre, aud seeded with 
twelve quarts of timothy and clover 
sre.l pi'racrt), half and halt. As to the 
grain, it was a good crop. The straw 
was of good length and stiff, the heads 
v.-cll filled ; but the main thing I was 
;if;ei wus clover, and I have it. There 
is not just a uniform mass of clover over 
the wliole field, on account of incompe- 
tent help in spreading the lime ; but as a 
whole liuld it's a tine show for a meadow, 
i hiu-o to-day cut clover and timothy 
from o;x> rod sqoare which weighed one 
hundred and nir.e',y-one pounds. The 
timothy is nut headed, few clover heads 
•Are to Iw seen, arid it is still growing very 
fast. On ihe east side of the field I lack- 
ed li'iio to cover about one-half acre. 
The h'.nd was cultivated all alike, aud 
feitilixwl three hundred pounds to the 
acre. Where there was no lime, at the 
opening of spring not a spire was to be 
neea, Hight from the start of the lime, 
the contrast is veiy marked. 
Through 


tin- middle, of three acres, we left a few 
paces unliiaed. except what the wind 
bio iv when bei'jg spread, and perhaps a 
little harrowed through it by cultivating, 
li's no meadow. I have now limed ail 
tl'B unlimed parts and seeded to clover. 
Some portions of the south end of the 
field were net properly limed, and the 
contrast ia apparent. There is on three 
acres ou! of the sixteen, more actual cat- 
tle food standing ori the ground to-day, 
June IT, than there has been in any live 
years since since I have owned the farm 
—twenty-eight years. 


•'Another very marked and striking 


difference is that, where the lime was 
evenly put on, and plenty of it, no sorrel 
is to be seen. Ou the other hand, where 
tlis lime was unevenly spread, the sorrel 
is quite visible. .Now tlie land above de- 
scribed was cultivated, fertilized, and 
last fall a light dressing of barn-yard 
manure was spread on the limed and un- 
limed all alike, not to exceed ten two 
horse loads to the acre, and the marked 
result is that where limed, there is a 
large growth of timothy and clover; 
where there was no lime there is no 
meadow," 


By the use of lime on the farm of the 


Experiment Station at Maryland, wheat 
and succeeding crops of timothy and 
clover have been wonderfully increased. 


The farm of our own Station at King- 


ston has by its use been brought from its 
former miserable condition to u high 
state of productiveness, while by the use 
of fertilizer aud moderate applications 
of stable manure only, seeding to timo- 
thy and clover had previously resulted 
in failure.

In the course of the experiments al- 


raady conducted at thia Station, more 
than one hundred varieties of plants 
have been tested to fiad out what effect 
lime has upon their growth, and while a 
few are injured by it, particularly if 
they are grown the same season that the 
lime is applied, most of the plauta usual- 
ly grown in llhode Island are either un- 
injured by liming or else benefited iu a 
greater or less degree. The great bene- 
fit from liuie upon the farm of the Ex- 
periment Station ha-riug been establish- 
ed, further experiments were conducted 
for the purpose of ascertaining if the 
form or combination in which the limo 
is applied to the soil has anything to do 
•with its effectiveness. The various ex- 
periments conducted for this purpose 
have shown that lime, to be of the great- 
est possible uae, must be applied to the 
Jaud in the form oi air or water-slacked 
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lime, or of calcium carbonate (carbonal 
of lime). When applied in the two firs 
mentioned forms, most of the lime pas 
es sooner or later, in the soil, into th 
form of carbonate of lime. 


Having ascertained that carbonate o 


lime and such other forms as are readil 
changed into the carbonate within th 
soil were effective agents in improvin 
the soil at: Kingston, our attention wa 
next devoted to ascertaining to what ex 
tent other soils in the State were in 
similiar condition. 


11ENKF10IAL EFFECT OF LIMING. 
In experiments with snlfute of amm> 


nia at Hope Valley. 11. I., on the farm 
of H. E. Lewis, in which a similar ill e 
feet 'was noticed as at Kingston, ai 
slacked lime was fully efficacious in co 
recting the condition and in causing th 
aulfate of ammonia to act as a valuab' 
manure, thus showing that similar so 
conditions existed as in Kingston.

B. I., wer 
manured alike with superphosphate, m 
rials of potash and nitrate of sorla. On 
v/38 limed and the other not, and man,?

tried, that ou certain portions of h 
farm, beets, spinach, and lettuce did no 
succeed as they should, and these resul 
seemed to afford an explanation of tl 
ro-HFOn for thia partial failure.

some extent in his gardening operatioi 
and makes the following report in rels 
tion to his experience : "I have raise 
bPets i'or the past six years with rathe 
poor success.

This does not, however, ap 
ear to be the case, since the agricultur 
1 investigators of Canada, from whence

CHEMICAL ACTION OF LIME. 


Lime unites with acid substances in 
16 soil, by which the soil is sweetened 
r its natural acidity (sourness) overcome 
r reduced. 
In case certain injurious iron com- 
ounds are present, in soils, these are so 
ransformed by lime as to be rendered 
irmless. It also acts upon potash com- 
.niuds in the soil in such a way that the 
me takes the place of the potnsh, aet- 
ng the latter free for the use of plants.

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Beats Dollar Wlicat. 


Potatoes UrhiK Till-on Tlmoa tho LTlno Tlmt 


Tliey Old tn»t Your. 


According to the rapid increase iu the 


price of vegetable products, potat.oes, 
onions, calibage and other things of a 
like nature, the farmers would have 
made much-more money by raising poln- 
toes than they would by plant-hit? wheat; 
aud receiving n dollar a bushel for it. 
Within tlie past few weeka tlie consumer 
has noticed the rapidity with which tho 
price of potatoes has risen. Last veni- 
al Ibis time or even later, this staple ar- 
ticle could have been bought for 25 cents 
a bushel, and now they are bringing 
from 75 cents to $1 OU 


The rise in price 1ms been caused by 


the (shortness of tite crop ami tho faut 
there will be a foreign demand, and it is 
expected by (be commission merchants 
tlmt thousands of bushels will be ship, 
ped to Ireland and other .European coun- 
tries. The crop in jSiew STork is a total 
failure, 
while that in Pennsylvania, 


Maryland anil Virginia is not as large as 
last year. Oue year ago fanners were 
feeding potatoes to their stock btcauwe 
it did not pay to ship them. Xow they 
are digging up even tho simplest anil 
sending them to market whore they eel 
from 50 to CO cents a bushel. On an 
acre of good laud frurn .'!()() to .'iiK bush- 
tils of potatoes can be raised, while the 
same soil will not product; more, than lit) 
bushels of wheat. Many of the fai uii-rs 
and truckers did not plant HO many po- 
tatoes thin year as lust, because they li({- 
ured that the price would be even lower. 
Those who did plant are now congratu- 
lating themselves. 


Dealers expect that the price will rise 


even higher before the evening of Uhnst- 
rrma. .Scotland usually exporls potatoes 
to this country but this year there is a 
maiker, iu Ireland for all that they can 
produce and consequently none will ar- 
rive from the land "Jioljbv JJurns."
